Hi Peter!

The size 
isn’t a problem. I’ve killed 
two or three boar over the 
past 15 years of a slightly 
smaller weight to this and 
had no issue. The only issue 
is that the older it is, the 
tougher the meat will be. 

What cuts would you get 
from Hogzilla? 

You could get steaks or 
joints from the legs, and 
from the middle you’d get 
cutlets and chops. Around 
by the flank, which is where 
the internal organs are, 
you’d have the belly. At the 
shoulder end, you have a lot 
of tougher meat, where you 
have the pig’s head going 
up and down, so you’d break 
that down into the rib-eyes 


off to go to mincing and 
turning into sausages. 

How long would it take you 
to bucher an animal this size? 

To cut this thing up the 
way I’ve described would 
probably take about an hour 
to an hour and a half. 

You mentioned that because 
of it’s age, the meat would 
be tougher. What could you 
use this tougher meat for? 

You could make a goulash, 
a stew or a very, very slow 
cook. The older the pig gets, 
the tougher the meat, so 
therefore you may get some 
loin off the animal but it 
would be preferable to use 
it for slow cooking. 

How many sausages could 
you get out of Hogzilla? 

If the carcass is 
approximately 230kg, and 
an average catering sausage 
is lOOg, give or take, you’d 
get between 2,500 and 
3,000 sausages, or 2,000

• This carbon fibre-dripping wonder 
is the One:1, Swedish supercar 
chaps Koenigsegg’s latest willy 
wave in the hypercar arms race. 

And we’ll eat our titanium exhaust 
pipes if it doesn’t soon become the 
fastest production car in the world. 

• This is mostly because Koenigsegg 
has dubbed the One:1 the world’s 
first “megacar”. It reached this 
conclusion because behind the rear 

seats sit a 5.0-litre turbocharged V8 
engine producing 1,360bhp. That’s 

1.0 megawatt of power. 

• As it’s a track-focused car, they say 
top speed isn’t a priority, but we 
think they’re being disingenuous. 

It’s mind-blowing. 0-62 will pass 
in 2.5 secs, 248mph in 20.0 secs, 
to a top speed of 273mph. The 
current world’s fastest is the 

270mph Hennessey Venom GT.

BRIT BOUNTY HUNTER 


B ored of your current 
job? Then why not 
take a leaf out of 
Christian Matlock’s 
book. At the age 
of 25, he swapped 
getting into scraps 
in his small Scottish hometown 
for becoming a one-man law 
enforcer in the USA. In his 
own words, this real-life 
bounty hunter tells Nuts about 
a mad life like no other... 

• 

“Despite what I do for a living, 

I hate violence...” 

“When I was in my teens, 

I used to fight for fun back 
home in Scotland. My uncle 
died in 2003 when I was in 
high school and I went off 
the rails quite a bit. I’d wanted 
to be a policeman in Scotland, 
but that was scuppered after 
I got into trouble with the law 
for protecting my girlfriend 
from a bloke who’d threatened 
her. So I decided to take 
advantage of my dad’s US 
citizenship and look for work 
over there. Nowadays, I’m 
super-calm.” 

“I started my career at Bounty 
Hunting School...” 

“At bail enforcement school 
- which anyone can apply to 
attend - they teach you the law 
and the ins and outs of what 
you can and can’t do. There’s 
the practical element too - 
like handcuffing techniques, 
which are more complicated 
than you’d think. Then it takes 
about a month to get your 
card through the mail before 
you can start working, at 
which point you go after all 
sorts - from some kid caught 
with half a joint to murderers.” 

“What I do is perfectly legal...” 

“In most US states, I have 
' permission to kick someone’s 
door in without asking. The 
police have to knock and then 
wait - I can just smash a door 
down. You need a licence, 
a badge and are required to 
inform the local police what 
address you’ll be at and which 
vehicle you’re driving in - 
otherwise we just look like 
we’re breaking in!” 



“My first job was my proudest 
moment so far...” 

“The day I had my licence 
through the post, I got a job 
fron^he bail bonds agency, 
who have to track people down 
if they’ve skipped bail. It was 
some guy who’d been on the 
run for six months, and I soon 
found out that they’re the 
worst kind of jobs to get. I went 
to his wife’s house. She lied, 
saying she hated him and 
hadn’t seen him for months. 
Then, sat in my car, I saw my 
guy leave her house. I followed 
him to a supermarket and 
there - a 21-year-old lad from 
Scotland - I stuck my cuffs 
on this guy. I was shaking as 
I pushed him to the floor.” 


“Around 95 per cent of my 
job is research...” 

“My job is chasing targets, 
but I spend most of my time 
interviewing their friends 
or, even better, their enemies. 
Bounties have usually upset 
someone at some point - 
a girlfriend, a landlord, 
whoever. On a bail form, you 
have all their details, so often 
they’ll happily spill.” 


“Social media has become my 
number one tool...” 

“I have several fictitious 
Facebook pages that I run. 
I’m a black female, a black 
male, an Hispanic guy... you 
name it. I tracked a woman 
near Virginia Beach using 
Facebook. Every day, she 
would actually check in at 
a coffee house, and write 
stuff like, ‘Mmm... great 
coffee!’ For tlfree days in 
a row, she got coffee. The 
fourth day, she got me.” 


“I make most of my captures 
at around 4am...” 

“I’d say 4am to 5am is my 
busiest hour of the day. We’ve 
taken strippers from their 
poles in front of a crowd, and 
a guy dressed as Kermit the 
Frog from a Halloween party. 
His friends had shopped him. 
One guy was running through 
a trailer park. He stopped, 
picked up a bicycle and threw 
it at me. The best thing was 


that his glasses fell off when 
he threw it, which meant he 
couldn’t see sh*t in the dark! 
Someone else opened a door 
and threw a pitbull at us. You 
just have to get the mace out at 
that point. I always carry a big 
can of mace - it’s needed for 
dogs and gang scenarios.” 


“Fugitives have one of three 
excuses...” 

“Firstly, ‘I moved house and 
I didn’t know my court date 
- this is all a big mistake.’ 
Secondly, ‘My mum/relative 
is really sick so I skipped bail 
to look after them.’ Finally, 

‘I was literally about to 
turn myself in!”’ 

“I usually catch people with 
a carrot, not a stick...” 

“I often ring up cons 
pretending to offer them work. 
We caught a guy in a car wash 
using that technique. Call girls 
are another one. They often 
have websites offering their 
services as a stripper or 
something legitimate. You 
book them into a hotel, they 
arrive and then you cuff them.” 

“I’ve been shot at and attacked 
by gangs...” 

“Not long after I started the 
job, I had to pick up a guy from 
a crappy, empty, old apartment. 
All was quiet, but before we 
reached the car, a hundred 
Mexican blokes from this gang 
appeared and surrounded us. 
The police showed up in the 
end but they didn’t budge. 
These Hispanic gangs didn’t 
give a f**k! They were 
throwing bottles and stones 
at me and one guy ran up and 
booted me. Arrest is nothing 
to gangs. And I was once in 
a courtyard in a bad areq - 
the kind of place you can get 
shot at for being the wrong 
colour or being a little bit 
different. We arrested 
somebody and walked them 
away, then suddenly a gun was 
fired and I hit the deck. That 
was horrible. Extremely scary.” 

“The pay is either great 
or terrible...” 

“I can earn around $6,000 
[£3,600] a month. However, 
with some jobs, you take the 
money but then you can’t even 
find the guy. I’ve been after 
one man across 50 states for 
over three years now. That’s 
not cost-effective at all. Also, 
taking into account the people 
and places I see, it’s not 
always worth it.”

Do you find it hard working 
on stuff when you’re not the 
mastermind behind it all? 

I like to be in charge so 
I rarely take acting roles. 
When I do, I do my best, but 
then you’re at the mercy of 
someone else. Not only was 
I relieved when I saw the 
final film but I was laughing 
from beginning to end. I 
thought it was f**king great. 

Do you still laugh at your 
other stuff as much as we do? 

No, because I’ve been in 
the edit. I watched The Office 
go out, I watched Extras go 
out, I missed Derek go out 
because I was filming this 
and it was on at ten and 
I went to bed at nine. But 


no, I don’t watch my own 
stuff. Also, with films, you’ve 
done the premieres so you’ve 
sat through them a few times 
before they go on TV. 

There’s a bit in the film where 
you’re having dinner and 
keep getting interrupted by 
celebrities. Do any famous 
types hound you in real life? 
Ha-ha! Erm, I don’t know 
about that. The last famous 
person to call me was Chris 
Martin, asking me to do his 
charity gig. Whenever I get 
a call from someone famous, 
it’s for a charity thing. You 
name anyone in Hollywood 
who does a charity and 
they’ve called me! 

Does Keith Chegwin ever call 
wanting work?

The impossibly fresh-faced Russkie was 
brought into the Toro Rosso team to replace 
Daniel Ricciardo, who left for Red Bull. In his 
first race, in Melbourne, he became the 
youngest ever driver - at 19 years and 324 
days - to achieve a points finish in a Grand 
Prix. He comes from the Republic of 
Bashkortostan, the largest republic in Russia 
His favourite foods are mozzarella cheese 
and black caviar. He lives with his mum. 


TORO ROSSO 23 France 

Finished: Eighth 

The Frenchman (boooo!) is in his third 
season with Toro Rosso. With them, he 
has secured finishes of 17th and 15th in the 
Drivers’ Championship. In 2012, he racked 
up a £21,000 fine for clattering Heikki 
Kovalainen’s car and being declared 
responsible for said clattering. His father 
owns a go-karting track, upon which Jean- 
Eric started racing at the age of four. He 
has 121,000 followers on Twitter. 


MCLAREN 21 Denmark 
Finished: Second (promoted from third) 
Proving that not everybody rebels against 
their parents is Kevin, whose father Jan was 
also an FI driver. Pops drove for the McLaren 
team in 1995 and the Stewart-Ford team in 
1997 and 1998. Indeed, the father and son 
are the only two Danes to achieve a points 
finish in an FI race, with dad gaining a point 
in the 1998 Canadian GP. Son did better in 
his first race, the first debutant to achieve a 
podium finish since Lewis Hamilton in 2007. 











WILLIAMS 24 Finland 

Finished: Fifth 

No sniggering at the amusing surname. Now 
in his second full season - he finished 17th in 
last year’s Championship - the Finn almost 
tripled his points haul from last year in one 
go in Melbourne. Fie and team-mate Felipe 
Massa were tipped as “dark horses” by FI 
legend David Coulthard in Nuts. Fie was the 
first man in history to win the Formula Three 
Masters race twice. FI is fifth-placed finish in 
Australia came despite his crashing early on.
